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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . On Fig. 2, there is no description in tlie specification of number "30". Either 
cancel such number from Fig. 2 or include its description in the specification. 

2. Claims 1 ,2,5 and 9 are allowed. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his Invention. 

4. Claims 3,4,6-8,1 1,12,14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. Claim 3 is indefinite because it 
recites "four legs" without any correlation to the "at least three legs" previously recited in 
claim 1 . Claim 4 is indefinite because it recites "a first pair of opposing legs and a 
second pair of opposing legs" without any correlation to the "at least three legs" 
previously recited in claim 1 . Claim 6 is indefinite because it recites "only one spring" 
without any correlation to "a spring" previously recited in claim 1 . Claim 7 is Indefinite 
because it recites "first and second band springs" without any conrelation to "a spring 
having at least three legs" already recited in claim 1 . Claim 8 is indefinite because it 
depends from itself. It appears that claim 8 should depend from claim 7. Claim 1 1 is 
indefinite for the same reason as claim 3, but with respect to claim 10. Claim 12 is 
indefinite for the same reason as claim 4, but with respect to claim 10. Claim 14 is 
indefinite for the same reason as claim 7, but with respect to claim 10. Claim 15 is 
indefinite because it depends from indefinite claim 14.

8. Claims 1 0-1 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
the spring element 1 of Fromme (6,826,791 ).
